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Council to vote on 
grant fund tomorrow 


The City Council will vote tomorrow 
night on how to spend approximately 
$368,000 in block grant funds. 
During the adjourned regular meeting, 
the staff will recommend that $308,000 of 
that money be used to complete 
reconstruction of the city’s Are station, 
if the city does not receive funds under 
the Public Works Act. 
The city received $97,000 in 1875-76 
federal block grant funds — the first 
year of the program — and spent $75,000 
of that money on the downtown 
revitalization project. 
Some $220,000 in block grant money 
was received this fiscal year and the 
Council has budgeted $15,000 for housing 
rehabilitation, $46,000 for fire station 
reconstruction, $100,000 for a senior 
citizen facility, $20,000 for a water reser­ 
voir and $20,000 for an electrical substa­ 
tion. 
Tomorrow night’s meeting will be the 
fourth and final public hearing on how 
the 1977-78 funds should be spent. 


In past hearings, residents have 
suggested the money be used for a youth 
center, an industrial park, a second city 
fire station, renovation of the Girls Club 
and other projects. 
The staff will remind the Council that 
certain 1976-’77 projects need additional 
funding to be completed. Such projects 
are the fire station reconstruction, final 
payment of the senior citizens facility 
($75,000), the water reservoir (a $600,000 
project) and the electrical substation (a 
$1.2 to $1.4 million prqject). 


Since these “committed” 1876-77 
projects have the highest priority, the 
staff is recommending that the block 
grant funds for the next four years be 
spent on their completion, according to a 
report staff will present tomorrow. 


Staff has listed the fire station 
reconstruction as having top priority 
with the senior center final payment as 
second, then a storm drain project 
($249,000), the water reservoir and 


the electrical substation. 
The city has applied for funds fur fire 
station reconstruction and the water 
reservoir under another federal act — 
the Public Works Grant Act - but there 
is no guarantee that the two grant ap­ 
plications will be approved, says staff. 
If one or both are approved, projects 
next on the priority list shall be funded, 
it is recommended. 
Gene Wahlers, city administrator, said 
this morning that the city will know in 10 
days if the Public Works Grant Act ap­ 
plications are approved. 
Work on the two projects must be 
started in 90 days if they are, said 
Wahlers. 
In other business, the council will hear 
a second reading of a Parks and Recrea­ 
tion Commission proposal to update the 
municipal code relating to city parks and 
playgrounds. 
The meeting begins at 7:30 p.m. in the 
city hall auditorium.

Final bid set today 
on school pay demand

The salary negotiating committee of 
the California School Employes Associa­ 
tion was scheduled to make a final bid to­ 
day to end the impasse that has blocked a 
salary agreement with the school board. 
An estimated 300 classified or non­ 
teaching personnel have been working 
since July 1 without a contract and 
without salary raises. Teachers and 
most administrators have been receiving 
four per cent raises since their year 
began. A handful of management or con­ 
fidential employes received raises of 
five to 20 per cent. 
Members of the local chapter of the 
CSEA were expected to hand their 
“final” salary demand to assistant Supt. 
Alice Milligan this afternoon. The CSEA 
has scheduled a general membership 
m eeting tonight to assess the 
organization’s embattled position, and in 
the words of one source, to accept or 
reject the school board’s latest offer. 
The specifics of CSEA’s final demand 
are believed the same as presented to 
Milligan on Dec. 8 and outlined by her on 
Dec. 9 to The Record. CSEA is asking a 
combined salary and health and welfare 
raise of 16.02 per cent over the life of a 
two-year contract. That consists of 6.5 
per cent on salaries the first year plus an 
increase of $324 in health and welfare 
benefits to bring the figure to $1,000 per 
worker annually; and finally 6.5 per cent 
increase on salaries the second year of 
the contract. Milligan has offered a total 
of 10.86 per cent during the life of the 
contract. 
Meanwhile Marlene Wolcott, editor of 
the CSEA newsletter, clarified the 
organization’s position on the agency 


shop clause that was injected into the 
negotiations last week. Milligan was 
quoted previously as saying the clause 
would require membership in the CSEA, 
which is the exclusive bargaining agent 
for non-teaching personnel. Wolcott said, 
“The agency shop’ clause would require 
that all members of the bargaining unit 
would either be dues paying members of 
the organization or pay a service fee to 
that organization.” 
CSEA has not announced the amount of 
the fee. 
Wolcott defended the fee arrangement 
as distinguished from form al 
membership requirements. “The new 
collective bargaining law requires that 
the organization selected by the bargain­ 
ing unit represent all members of the 
bargaining unit equally. It is also true 
that all members benefit from wage in­ 
creases. holidays, vacation days and 
fringe benefits negotiated by the 
organization equally. Therefore why 
should not all members of the bargaining 
unit bear the expenses of the organiza­ 
tion equally?” 
In defense of the salary demand, she 
said, “Let me point out that classified 
employes last received a pay increase in 
October of 1975. Since then all manage­ 
ment employes received a four per cent 
increase on July 1, 1976. In August, the 
teachers all received a four per cent in­ 
crease plus $324 a year in their fringe 
benefit package. In October classified 
employes, named management or con­ 
fidential. received raises up to 22 per 
cent plus $124 extra in fringe benefits.” 
Wolcott also cited figures tending to 
show the CSEA salary demand was bare­ 
ly enough to cover cost of living in­ 
creases

Probers uncover evidence 
of 'Mormon Will' hoax 


CARSON CITY, Nev. (UP1) — State 
investigators have uncovered fingerprint 
evidence which casts doubt on the 
validity of the so-called “Mormon Will” 
of the late Howard Hughes, a govern­ 
ment source said today. 
A fingerprint reportedly belonging to 
Melvin Dummar was discovered on the 
outside envelope which contained the 
w ill, m ysteriously found in the 
headquarters of the Mormon Church in 
Salt Lake City, Utah, after Hughes’ 
death, according to the source, who 
asked not to be identified. 
Dummar is a Utah service station 
operator who was named in the will to 
receive one-sixteenth of the Hughes es­ 
tate valued at $2.5 billion. Dummar also 
reportedly checked out a book called 
“Hoax” and a 1971 Life Magazine from 
the Weber State College at Odgen Both 
deal with the life of Howard Hughes. 


The source said D um m ar’s 
fingerprints have been found on the 
publications. And there were pages cut 
out from the book “Hoax.” Those pages 
contained reproductions of letters writ­ 
ten by Hughes. 
The “Mormon Will” is also being 
checked by federal handwriting experts 
to determine if it is a forgery, according 
to the source 
Dummar, of Willard, Utah, said he 
once gave a ride to a bleeding, scruffy 
old man in 1968 in the Nevada desert who 
turned out to be Hughes. Dummar was 
once charged with forgery in Hawthorne, 
Nev., involving a payroll check but was 
acquitted. 
The “Mormon Will” of Hughes was ap­ 
parently inside two envelopes at the 
church headquarters. And church offi­ 
cials turned over the outer envelope to 
Nevada Attorney General Robert List. 


$13,000 damage 
in west side 
home fire 
Lompoc Fire Department officials to­ 
day were investigating two fires, one 
that did an estimated $13,000 damage to 
a west side home and the other an incen­ 
diary incident at an apartment on North 
L Street. 
The officials said a curling iron was 
left plugged in on a bed in the children’s 
room of John Schuchard’s home at 220 
North Z St., Sunday afternoon. Flames 
spread to the floor and walls of the room. 
Damage was estimated at $6,000 to the 
house and $8,000 to the contents. 
No one was injured, but firefighters 
pulled a cat out of the debris and revived 
it. Officials said neighbors had partially 
suppressed the fire by the time 
firefighters arrived. 
In the second incident, also on Sunday, 
debris was placed against the wall of an 
apartment underneath a carport at 528 
North L St.. and set afire. Damage was 
estimated at $500. Officials said John B. 
Cruz of 528 North L St., Apt. F helped to 
extinguish the fire before it did major 
damage to the apartment complex.

He reportedly has decided to name 
Bendix Corp. President W. Michael 
Blumenthal as his choice for treasury 
secretary and Jane Cahill Pfeiffer, a 
former IBM vice president, as secretory 
of commerce. 
Carter is also expected to choose 
nuclear physicist Dr. Harold Brown, 
peealdtat of the California institute of 
Technology, as his secretory of defense. 
The President-elect said on arriving at 
the Georgia governor’s mansion for 
more interviews with prospective 
Cabinet nominees today that he will 
meet with reporters at 2:30 p.m. EST 
Tuesday at the mansion. He said Sunday 
be would announce two, and possibly 
three, Cabinet appointees this week. 
Earlier, Cart«* named Cyrus Vance as 
secretory of state. All of his Cabinet 
selections are subject to confirmation by 
the Senate. 
Carter's first caller this morning was 
Rep. Bob Bergland, D-Minn., a farmer 
widely reported to be Carter’s choice for 
agriculture secretory. 
At 9:46 a.m. EST., Carter arranged to 
see Sen. James Eastland, D-Miss., 
chairman of Senate Judiciary Commit­ 
tee, which must approve any nominee 
for attorney general, and retired federal 
appeals court Judge Griffin Bell, a close 
friend of Carter’s. 
At 11 a.m., Carter was seeing Franklin 
Thomas, a black, head of the Bedford- 
Stuyvesant Development Corp. of New 
York, followed by Robert Embry, direc­ 
tor of housing and urban development in 
Baltimore. 
At 4 p.m.. Carter will see federal 
Judge Frank Johnson of the 5th U.S. Cir­ 
cuit Court of Appeals, well known for his 
rulings in racial integration cases and 
for his scathing report against conditions 
in Alabama jails.

Kidnaped Spanish official 
forwards note to family 


MADRID, Spain (UPI) - Antonio 
Maria Oriol, Spain’s fourth-ranking 
government official who was kidnaped 
by left-wing urban guerrillas, has sent 
his wife and seven children a note asking 
them to “keep the faith,” family sources 
said today. 
Oriol’s written message was relayed 
by his captors to a Madrid newspaper 
which turned it over to the family Sun­ 
day night. It was the first sign that the 
63-year-dd president of the Council of 
State was still alive two days after his 
abduction. 
In a covering note, the guerrillas 
renewed their demand that the govern­ 
ment free 15 prisoners jailed for 
terrorist acts. The abductors have 
threatened to kill Oriol unless the 


authorities comply. Government sources 
said there was no chance the government 
would give in to blackmail. 
The sources summed up Oriol’s brief 
note, written hi apparent haste and 
recognized as authentic by police, as 
follows: 
“In the present moment my only con­ 
cern is my family whom I love more than 
anything in the world. The most impor­ 
tant is to keep the faith since our 
destinies are in the hands of God.” 
Oriol, president of the Council of State, 
was abducted from his downtown office 
Saturday by a five-man commando team 
armed with submachine guns. Police 
Sunday identified the “Oct. 1 Anti-Facist 
Resistance Groups” (GRAPO) as the 
kidnapers of Oriol. 
Gilmore's death delayed 
as court fails to act 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - The U.S. 
Suprlme Court today delayed Gary 
Gilmore’s death for at least another 
week by failing to act on his request to 
become the first convict executed in the 
United States in nearly a decade. 
The court said the justices would be on 
the bench next Monday instead of on 
their previously planned holiday va­ 
cation. It seemed likely they would an­ 
nounce some action in the case of the 
killer who wants to die at that time. 
The lack of action by the court kept its 
stay of Gilmore’s execution in effect. 
The court issued the stay Dec. 3 by a 6-3 
decision, blocking the admitted slayer’s 
scheduled Dec. 6 execution by a firing 
squad. 
An angry Gilmore was unable to con­ 
vince his mother to let him die. 
The condemned killer spoke to his 
mother by telephone over the weekend, 
one of his lawyers said Sunday, hut 
reported no success in talking her out of 
pursuing her appeal to the nation's 
highest court. 
“He said he tried to console her,” said 
attorney Robert Moody. “He wasn’t up 
to talking very much when we saw him.” 
Gilmore wrote an open letter to his 
moth« last week begging her to drop ef­ 
forts to stay his execution pending con­ 
stitutional review of Utah’s capital 
punishment statutes. He said he would 
make the same request by telephone. 
“I’m sure that was one of the purposes 
of the conversation, but he didn’t men­ 
tion it,” Moody said, adding that had 
Gilmore been successful, he certainly 
would have told his lawyers.

Ambulance 
contract 
protested 


New allegations from North 
County persons that South 
Coast interests are getting 
more than their share of county 
business have erupted in the 
wake of endorsement of Santa 
Barbara Ambulance Co. for a 
county contract to provide 
emergency services for the 
Santa Maria area. 
Santa Maria physician Dr. 
Joseph Ziemba, a member of 
the County Emergency Medical 
Care Committee which has 
recommended the contract go 
to the Santa Barbara firm ef­ 
fective Jan. 1, has charged that 
the committee was “stacked” 
with South Coast persons, and 
that new contract specifica­ 
tions were made too rigid for 
Santa B arbara ambulance 
firms to comply in some cases. 
The committee’s recommen­ 
dation, on a 9-6 vote with five 
abstentions, goes to the Board 
of Supervisors today. 
Professional Ambulance, of 
Santa Maria, has protested the 
recom m endation, on the 
grounds it had a proposal that 
would be cheaper for the 
county. The Santa Barbara 
firm’s bid was for a county 
monthly subsidy of $4,875, was 
the only bid received on time, 
and meets all specifications in­ 
cluding full paramedic ser­ 
vices, said Special Services 
Director Frank Gambetta. 
Golden West Ambulance, of 
Santa Maria, which has warred 
with Professional Ambulance, 
but reportedly now merged 
with its rival, has the current 
pact until Dec. 31. 
Gambetta siad the Profes­ 
sional Ambulance bid came in 
25 minutes late, after the Santa 
Barbara Ambulance bid was 
opened and the figures released 
at a public session. The Profes­ 
sional Ambulance bid was not 
opened, and he did not know 
that it was lower than the Santa 
Barbara firm’s bid as asserted, 
Gambetta declared. 
Gambetta said the 
Santa 
Barbara firm’s bid will set a 
rate $10 cheaper for an am­ 
bulance trip than the current 
rate. 
Jim Brown, of Professional 
Ambulance, has claimed the 
county administration had no 
right to call in Santa Barbara 
firms to bid on Santa Maria ser­ 
vice. 
Gambetta denied the com­ 
mittee was “stacked” in favor 
of the Santa Barbara firm, and 
pointed out that North County 
physicians worked with his of­ 
fice in evaluating the recom­ 
mended proposal.

Crucial 
meeting 
today

Will the Board of Supervisors 
crack down on the firemen’s un­ 
ion today — as a result of the 
protracted dispute over wages 
and hours — or will It let the 
smoldering dispute be handled 
by the new board which takes 
over Jan. 3? 
The answer may come today, 
when the supervisors — in­ 
cluding three lame duck 
members — take up the knotty 
question of long deadlocked 
contract negotiations in an 
agenda item set for 11 a.m. in 
the County Administration 
Building. 
The county negotiating team 
headed by Employe Relations 
Officer William GUI - evident­ 
ly acting on board orders — is- 
still trying to get the AFL-CIO 
affiliated firemen’s local to 
agree to a boost in the work 
week from 56 to 83 hours. At 
one time, the county was trying 
to increase the work week to 66 
hours at the same pay. 
The snag on the hours issue 
resulted in another fruitless 
negotiating session Thursday 
between the county and the un­ 
ion. Gill said no new proposals 
were received from the union, 
and th e county m e re ly 
reiterated its proposals. He 
said the wage issue is tied In 
with the hours dispute. 
State Mediator Tom Mc­ 
Carthy vainly tried to find a 
common ground on which both 
sides agree. 
Because both sides are stub­ 
bornly standing their ground, 
the 
county supervisors may 
feel they will have to take a 
positive action today, some 
observers feel. 
While all other county 
employe groups have long since 
signed new 1976-’77 contracts 
and gotten a three per cent pay 
raise, the firemen and county 
negotiators have been trying to 
outlast each other in sessions 
going back to last spring.

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Kissinger believes plan 
will end Geneva deadlock 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer, home from his 41st — 
and last — foreign trip, is said 
to believe an Anglo-American 
compromise plan will break the 
deadlock at the Geneva con­ 
ference on Rhodesia. 
Kissinger arrived Sunday 
from a five day trip to the 
NATO m inisterial council 
meeting in Brussels and two 
days of talks with British and 
African officials in London 
about Rhodesia. 
British and American offi­ 
cials confirmed that a compro­ 
mise is now being put together 
to meet Mack African objec­ 
tions to white Rhodesian con­ 
trol of several key ministries 
during the transition to black 
majority rule. 
According to the officials, the 
plan involves a British resident 
commissioner, who would be 
the equivalent of chief of state 
of Rhodesia. British officials 
would also man the key posi­ 
tions of minister of defense and 
law and order. 
In the original Kissinger plan 
which was negotiated last sum­ 
mer, those posts were to be 
held by white Rhodesians, but 
the Geneva conference has 
come close to a breakdown over 
that point.

R e p o rte rs aboard the 
Kissinger plane were told that 
American officials had the im­ 
pression that the Anglo- 
American compromise, as it is 
now evolving, would be accept­ 
able to the black representa­ 
tives at Geneva. 
Assistant Secretary of State 
John Reinhardt, who has been a 
key negotiator for the United 
States in the Rhodesian talks, 
will return to London this week, 
newsmen were told. British 
Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Crossland is expected to make a 
statement to the House of Com­ 
mons Tuesday or Wednesday to 
disclose officially the details of 
the compromise. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
man suspected of hiding more 
than eight tons of stolen 
weaponry in the desert north of 
Los Angeles is free today on 
$15,000 bail. 
It is believed to be the largest 
illegal arsenal in the history of 
California and possibly of the 
nation. 
Donald G. Wiggins of On­ 
tario, a 41-year-old foundry 
worker, was released from 
custody Sunday but was 
ordered to appear for arraign­ 
ment Friday. 
Meanwhile, police disclosed a 
barrel of deadly cyanide 
powder was found among more 
than eight tons of military arms 
and explosives, which had been 
buried in homemade bunkers in 
the desert near Lancaster, 
some 60 miles north of Los 
Angeles, and in Wiggins’ home. 
The cyanide powder was 
found under a pile of lumber 


along with other weapons and 
“ highly unstable dynamite." 
Wiggins surrendered to au­ 
thorities after the first cache 
was discovered near Lancaster 
Thursday. Wiggins admitted he 
owned the property, but said 
the weapons were buried by 
someone else. 
Sheriff’s deputies raided Wig­ 
gins’ Ontario home, 35 miles 
east of Los Angeles, and found 
more than three tons of 
weapons and military hardware 
concealed in the cellar and the 
backyard. 
Arms and ammunition were 
also found at the foundry 
Wiggins operated in nearby 
Pomona. 
“ I think a lot of people are 
getting spooked," said a San 
Bernardino sheriff’s spokes­ 
man. 
The latest cache unearthed by 
authorities included a mortar 
and bazooka. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Former Reagan administration 
Finance Director Vernon Orr 
was one of three persons ap­ 
pointed Sunday to the Uni­ 
versity of California Board of 
Regents by Gov. Edmund G.

Brown also appointed an­ 
thropologist Gregory Bateson 
and Vilma S. Martinez, presi­ 
dent and legal counsel of the 
Mexican American Legal De­ 
fense and Educational Fund, 
Inc. 
Bateson, 72, is a member of 
the National Academy of 
Sciences and is a fellow at 
Kresge College at the Universi­ 
ty of California at Santa Cruz.

Former Egyptian princess slain 
by estranged husband in L.A. 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
Swedish freighter laden with 
automobiles and an Army 
Corps of Engineers dredging 
vessel collided in dense fog Sun­ 
day, but there were no injuries 
and both ships were towed to 
safety. 
The Coast Guard said the 660- 
foot Swedish motorvessel Don 
Qarlos cracked into the side of 
the Sfl-foot Chester Harding 
near the Richmond-San Rafael 
Bridge in San Francisco Bay. 
The impact ripped a hole 
above the waterline in the Don 
Carlos and flooded two com­ 
partments in the Chester 
Harding. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Fathia Ghali, an Egyptian 
princess who was stripped of 
her royal title when she 
married a commoner, has been 
slain by her estranged husband, 
who then apparently tried to 
commit suicide, police reported 
Sunday. 
Riad Ghali, 56, who had been 
separated from his wife for 
seven years, was listed in 
stable condition at County-USC 
Medical Center. He has been 
booked on suspicion of murder. 
Mrs. Ghali, 45-year-old sister 
of the late Egyptian playboy- 
king Farouk, was found slain 
Saturday morning in the west 
Los Angeles apartment she 


shared with her 81-year-old 
mother. Ghali had a bullet in 
his head. 
A small caliber pistol was 
found, but authorities did not 
immediately say whether it 
was the murder weapon. 
Mrs. Ghali and her mother, 
Queen Fouad, were stripped of 
their royal titles by Farouk in 
1960 because he disapproved of 
his sister’s marriage to Ghali, 
who was a Christian and a com­ 
moner.

United Press International 
A cross A m erica, sm all 
groups of citizens congregate 
today to cast their votes in the 
Electoral College, a unique in­ 
stitution that is only peripher­ 
ally electoral and does not 
even resemble a college. 
After brief certification 
ceremonies in 50 states and the 
District of Columbia, the elec­ 
to ral v o tes are sen t to 
Washington to be opened, in­ 
spected, and put away to be 
counted by Congress Jan. 6. 
Twelve days later, the new 
President will be sworn in. 
If all goes as expected, Jim ­ 
my Carter will end the day with 
297 certified electoral votes, 27 
more than the majority needed. 
P resid en t Ford gets the 
remaining 241. 
But there have been surprises 
in Electoral College voting in 
the past. 
Some state laws require elec­ 
tors to cast their votes for the 
candidate who got the largest 
popular vote in the general 
election, but others rely on 
precedent and tradition. 
As a result, some electors 
have taken it on themselves to 
cast their votes for other can­ 
didates. 
That happened in 1972, when 
Virginia elector Roger Mac- 
Bride refused to vote for 
Richard Nixon, and cast his 
ballot for John Hospers, the 
Libertarian Party candidate. 
MacBride is„the Libertarian 
candidate this year, but he is 
not expected to get any elec­ 
toral votes. 
The Electoral College is an 
original feature of the govern­ 
mental structure created by the 
Constitution. It provided for 
election of the president by 
states, which were given the 
same number of votes as they 
had seats in the House and 
Senate. 
That formula still stands, 
with 535 of the total 538 votes 
representing the 100-member 
Senate and the 435-member 
House. The extra three votes 
were given to the District of 
Columbia by constitutional 


amendment before the 1964 
election. 
Only four states let the people 
choose the presidential electors 
in 1789. but popular election, 
usually statewide winner-take- 
all, gradually became the rule. 
Only three states now choose 
electors by district or some 
other variation of the statewide 
selection method. 
In the early days, the can­ 
didate who finished second in 
the Electoral College voting 


became vice president. That 
was changed to put the presi­ 
dent and vice president can­ 
didates of each party on the 
ticket together after the origi­ 
nal system brought about a 
presidential tie in 1801 and 
required election of the presi­ 
dent by the House. 
Thus Sen. Walter Mondale of 
Minnesota will get the same 
number of votes for vice presi­ 
dent as Carter gets for presi­ 
dent. 
Two killed in airliner 
crash in marsh area 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court today rejected 
James Earl Ray’s attempt to 
overturn his guilty plea for the 
1968 assassination of Martin 
Luther King. 
The justices acted in a brief 
order without comment, letting 
stand lower court rulings that 
Ray’s guilty plea was voluntary 
and that he was not denied ef­ 
fective counsel because his at­ 
torneys had financial arrang- 
ments with the author of a book 
about the King killing. 
Ray, whose 1969 guilty plea 
resulted in a 99-year prison 
sentence for the King slaying, 
argued in lower federal courts 
that his lawyers, Arthur Hanes 
and, after Hanes was fired, 
Percy Foreman, wished to in­ 
fluence Ray to plead guilty 
because a full-scale public trial 
might reduce the value of a 
book planned by author William 
Bradford Huie. 
Ray said in reality Huie was 
planning his case and, through 
contractual agreements to pay 
the lawyers a portion of ex­ 
pected publication royalties, 
lawyers persuaded Ray to plead 
guilty although he now claims 
he is innocent of the King assas­ 
sination. 
Tennessee initially opposed a 
federal court hearing on Ray’s 
claims his constitutional rights 
to effective counsel were 
violated and his guilty plea was 
involuntary. But the U S Cir­ 
cuit Court of Appeals in Cincin­ 
nati ordered a hearing and the 
Supreme Court in 1974 refused 
to hear the state’s appeal. 
An eight-day hearing was 
held and in February, 1975, 
federal District Judge Robert 
M McRae held that Ray failed 
to show that his lawyers and 
their investigators failed in 
their duties to investigate and 
present Ray’s case, or that a 
possible conflict of interest 
prejudiced Ray’s rights. 


MIDDLE TOWNSHIP. N.J. 
(UPI) — An Allegheny Airlines 
plane crashed in dense fog Sun­ 
day night on the approaches to 
the Cape May County Airport, 
police reported today. 
Two of the 10 persons aboard 
were killed, a police spokesman 
said. 
The DeHavilland Twin Otter, 
flight 977 from Philadelphia to 
Wildwood, N.J., with a stop in 
Atlantic City, crashed at 11:38 
p.m. in a remote, marshy area, 
the spokesman said. 
An airline spokesman said 
there were eight passengers 
and two crewmen aboard the 
twin-engined turboprop at the 
time of the crash. 
Police and volunteer rescue 
squads, working under lights 
provided by a Coast Guard 
helicopter, removed eight in­ 
jured persons from the wreck­ 
age 
The survivors were taken to 
the Burdette-Tomlin Hospital in 
Cape May Courthouse, N.J., but 
no details of their injuries were 
released immediately. 
Airline sources described 
those killed as a male crewman 
and a woman passenger. 
Names of the victims were be­ 
ing withheld until their families 
have been notified. 
Rescue officials said it ap­ 
peared that the pilot, ham­ 
pered by fog, was flying too low 
on his approach to the airport 


and hit the tops of some trees. 
“ There was wreckage all 
over the place — in the trees, on 
the ground,” said squad 
member Bill Andrews.

A State Water Resources 
Control Board hearing officer’s 
decision recommending denial 
of an appeal for state funding 
for a joint Solvang Municipal 
Improvement 
District-Santa 
Ynez Community Services 
District deep river wastewater 
crossing of the Santa Ynez 
River at Solvang was greeted 
with an air of disappointment 
by SMID directors at a meeting 
Thursday night. 
SMID sew er com m ittee 
chairman Thomas Nielsen 
noted that the committee had 
been meeting almost daily 
relative to the sewer crossing 
problem and noted that the 
Dodson 
recom m endation 
formed the blueprint for the 
Dec. 16 public hearing held in 
Solvang. 
He termed any attempt to 
change the decision and obtain 
the funding would be an “uphill 


battle.” Nielsen contended that 
most of Dodson’s conclusions 
were erroneous and would be 
difficult for the state to defend. 
Nielsen said that SMID has 
pursued the proposal on the 
basis and for the purpose of a 
joint facility with the Santa 
Ynez District. If this is ruled 
out, he added, it will mean 
negating the a g r e e m e n t 
currently existing between the 
districts to be used in drafting a 
joint powers agreement as the 
cost factor basis would no 
longer be the same if SMID 
were not fully funded. 
The committee felt, Nielsen 
said, that the Dodson proposal 
would cost SMID approximate­ 
ly $500,000.

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WEST HOLLYWOOD, CaUÍ. 
(UPI) - A smouldering ciga­ 
rette was singled out today as 
the possible cause of a fire that 
took the life of Jack Cassidy, 
the actor-singer-dancer whose 
charred body was found Sunday 
in his top floor apartment. 
C assidy, 49, a sta r of 
musicals, movies, television, 
stage and cabaret for three 
decades, was so badly burned 
that he was identified by dental 
reco rd s a fte r a day of 
anguished uncertainty for his 
friends and his former wife, 
Shirley Jones. 
The blaze swept the four- 
story, 33-unit apartment around 
6 a.m. and 100 tenants of the 33- 
unit building in a fashionable 
section of West Hollywood were 
evacuated before firemen found 
Cassidy s body on the living 
room floor near a couch. 
The fire department said ex­ 
act origin of the fire was un­ 
known but that the apartment 
was littered with cigarette 
butts, apparently after a party. 
Cassidy’s wallet was found on 
a dresser and his signet ring 
and a religious bracelet were 
found on the body. At first, 
however, the coroner’s office 
could not even determine 
whether it was a man or 
woman. 
Miss Jones, who met and 
married Cassidy when they 
were playing in "Oklahoma,”

Brown predicted conditions 
would certainly improve with 
the addition of staff members 
and that "new leadership is be­ 
ing provided by having an ex­ 
ecutive d irecto r at each 
hospital." 
"The system is being chan­ 
ged." he said. “Our mentally ill 
are being taken of in Califor­ 
nia." 
Charles Kidd, assistant to the 
medical director, said he was 
"very impressed by Brown’s 
perception of problems facing 
mental hospitals."

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Only 12 of 100 persons convicted 
of felonies in the county last 
year were sent to prison and the 
newly elected president of the 
Association of District At­ 
torneys says this "travesty" 
should be exposed. 
"Sentencing records of in­ 
dividual judges should be made 
public so the judiciary can be 
held accountable for travesty 
occurring in the courts here,” 
Deputy District Attorney David 
Ross said Sunday. 
He said the 1975 statistics 
show Los Angeles County 
judges too lenient and the rate 
of convicted felons going to 
prison was 25 per cent lower 
than in the rest of the state. 
"The situation was even 
worse in Central Los Angeles, 
with its massive crime prob­ 
lem, where only 9 per cent of 
those convicted on felony 
charges ended up in prison,” 
Ross said. 


CAMP PENDLETON, Calif. 
(UPI) - Military officials are 
"carefully and methodically" 
investigating an attack by 14 
blacks who allegedly clubbed 
and subbed six whites they 
mistakenly thought were mem­ 
bers of the Ku Klux Klan. 
But the base commanding of­ 
ficer, Maj. Gen. Carl Hoffman, 
said the assault investigation 
and the presence of the KKK on 
base are being treated 
separately, although they are 
related problems. 
Fourteen black marines have 
been charged with conspiracy 
to commit assault and commis­ 
sion of an assault for the Nov. 
13 barracks atUck. The inci­ 
dent led to a barrackswide 
search and discovery of KKK 
paraphernalia, weapons and a 
purported roster of 16 Klan 
members. 
Hoffman again noted that 
there is no regulation against a 
marine belonging to the klan. 


"We are carefully investigat­ 
ing marine involvment with the 
KKK with the objective of 
learning whether such marines 
conducted activities on the base 
that have violated Marine 
Corps regulations or actively 
undermined human relations at 
this insUUation," Hoffman 
said. 
Meanwhile, the national lead­ 
er of the NAACP called for a 
congressional investigation into 
KKK activities at the marine 
base following meetings with 
local civil rights officials Sun­ 
day in Oceanside and San 
Diego. 
"We are hard put to unders- 
Und how white klansmen have 
been dispersed to other bases 
and have freedom of movement 
while blades are being held in 
confinement," said William 
Penn. 
Penn said the NAACP is not 
concerned with the guilt or in­ 
nocence of the blade marines 


involved but only that equiUble 
procedures are used to resolve 
the issue. 
Hoffman defended the trans­ 
fer of 16 known klansmen to 
other units saying it was neces­ 
sary to get the men off the base 
"to diffuse the situation here." 
A 17th klan member was 
reportedly transferred to anoth­ 
er base during the weekend. 
Virna Canson, West Coast 
regional director of the 
NAACP, said Sunday they will 
first take steps to insure that all 
the black marines have quality 
legal representation.

600 babies may 
be infected 
LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Health officials searched today 
for as many as 600 infants who 
may have been infected by a 
woman doctor suffering from 
tuberculosis while she was 
training at Cedars-Sinai Medi­ 
cal Center. 
Targets of the search are in­ 
fants who were born or treated 
at the hospital between July 1 
and Nov. 11. 
However, officials said there 
was only a “ very slight” chance 
any of the infants were infected 
because of their limited stay at 
the hospital. 
Officials said they will be 
given tuberculin skin tests to 
determine whether they were 
infected by the unidentified 
woman doctor who was found to 
have active tuberculosis on 
Nov. 11, when she reported hav­ 
ing a persistent cough 
She was hired July 1 and was 
tested for the disease, but the 
results were negative. 
Dr. Leo Tepper, tuberculosis 
control officer for Los Angeles 
County, said the hunt for the in­ 
fants was being made through 
family pediatricians to prevent 
panic. 
‘‘Letters with information of 
this kind given directly to the 
parents would be a frightening 
thing,” he said. 
Tepper said another reason 
for notifying the pediatricians 
is to enable them to check other 
family members who may have 
gotten the disease from an in­ 
fected infant.

The orbiters will be tuned up 
by computer today and Tues­ 
day, with data expected to be 
relayed to Earth beginning 
Wednesday. The landers will 
resume their transmissions 
Thursday and Friday. 
Scientists at the Jet Propul­ 
sion Laboratory have discov­ 
ered surprising reactions to 
some of their experiments, but 
they admit there have been no 
signs of life as we know it. 
“ I guess that is our Christ­ 
mas present,” said Gerald Sof- 
fen, Viking’s chief scientist. 
Scientists were anxious to ex­ 
amine data from a seismo- 
logical instrument on Lander 2 
to find out whether a mar- 
squake occurred sometime in 
November. It would be the first 
indication of a quake on the 
barren planet. The device on 
Viking 1 was damaged in 
landing. 
During the period of conjunc­ 
tion, scientists carried on radio 
science, firing a signal through 
the sun’s corona to see if 
gravity would bend the signal 
as postulated in the theory of 
relativity. 
‘‘They have reduced the 
amount of error and have deter­ 
mined it is an improvement of 
some magnitude over previous 
tests,” a JP L spokesman said. 
Scientists plan to lower the 
altitude of the Viking 2 orbiter 
to about 500 miles for high 
resolution pictures of polar cap 
phenomena.

When the Cabrillo water polo Conqs 
called time out with 2:26 left in the 
game, the outlook was not rosy. 
Here they were in the CIF Southern 
Section 3-A championship game, time 
running out, the C rescenta Valley 
Falcons leading 6-6. Hie Conqs hadn’t 
scored in over six minutes. 
The Falcons clustered for their time­ 
out looking confident and determined. 
Cong coach Bob Boyer, his voice all 
but gone by now, quickly reminded his 
team that this was the chance of a 
lifetime, and that the team had come 
from behind in other playoff games, and 
that it was time to play with pride.

“ He was looking for the pass to 
Harper,” explained Boyer.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Arizona 
State and Arizona, dominant forces in 
the Western Athletic Conference the last 
few seasons, awaited today for final ac­ 
tion on their application to join the 
prestigious Pacific-8 Conference. 
Pac-8 presidents are scheduled to vote 
on expanding to a Pac-10 format by tak­ 
ing in the two Arizona universities, win­ 
ners of six of the last eight WAC cham­ 
pionships. The Arizona Board of Regents 
cleared the way for the two schools’ plan 
to sever ties with the WAC last month by 
approving the proposed move. 
However, there is no guarantee the ap­ 
plications will be “ rubber-stamped” and 
unanimous approval is required. The 
four Northwest universities in the Pac-8 
— Washington, Washington State, 
Oregon and Oregon State — have in­ 
dicated they have strong reservations 
about expansion. 
The Northwest teams, lowest drawing 
in the conference, are afraid the rest of 
the universities would form a majority in 
voting on matters that would adversely 
affect them. 
For one, they fear a change in the 
revenue-sharing among conference 
teams. Under the current Pac-8 constitu­ 
tion, the four play in the smallest 
stadiums but derive equal revenue as the 
larger universities because of provisions 
that call for a 50-50 football gate split and 
equal shares of Rose Bowl income.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Speaker-designate Thomas P. 
“Tip” O’Neill thinks the honey­ 
moon between Congress and the 
new president will be peaceful 
but could be short. 
The Massachusetts law­ 
maker, who will be elected 
speaker when the 95th Congress 
convenes Jan. 4, said in an in­ 
terview that President-elect 
Jimmy Carter now has wide­ 
spread support among the 
heavy Democratic majorities 
in House and Senate. 
“There’s going to be peace 
for awhile but the problem will

be holding it together as time 
goes along,” said O’Neill. 
“Even the conservatives in 
our party want to see Carter be 
a success.

O’Neill assumes the most 
powerful legislative office in 
the nation after eight years of 
frequently bitter fights between 
a Democratic Congress and a 
Republican president. 
The resulting congressional 
suspicions of the White House 
may continue, because the next 
president, despite his party 
label, is an unknown quantity. 
He is the first president since 
Dwight Eisenhower who did not 
come out of Congress. 
Fresh from his latest meeting 
with Carter on Friday, O’Neill 
implied some concern with the 
issue 
of 
governm ent 
reorganisation, which the next 
presklent said would be a major 
and early goal. 
“He said he hoped Congress 
would give him at least the 
power that it gave to Richard 
M. Nixon,” in a reorganisation 
act that expired this year, 


O’Neill said. 
The act authorised the presi­ 
dent to revamp any federal 
agency if Congress did not veto 
the planned changes within a 80- 
day period. 
“He said he hoped that we 
could have this new authority 
ready by the time he takes his 
oath (Jan. 20),” said O’Neill. 
“He also said he would like it to 
be a four-year authority with an 
option to amend his proposals 
after they have been submitted 
to Congress.” 
O’Neill noted that the Jan. 20 
deadline sought by Carter could 
not possibly be met since House 
committees would not even be 
appointed before Jan. 18.

DOHA, Qatar (UPI) - Amid 
tight security, oil economists 
worked in secret today on posi­ 
tion papers recommending 
what prices ministers of the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries should fix at 
their summit this week. 
Economic experts have pre­ 
dicted the ministers of the 19

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Pope denounces mafia 


WASHINGTON - Inside the Mafia, 
the crime lords make a show of observ­ 
ing Roman Catholic rituals. But one of 
their most implacable foes is Pope Paul 
VI, who has called upon a U.S. congres­ 
sional delegation to crack down on the 
Mafia with ‘‘severe legal measures." 
The congressmen, led by House Nar­ 
co tic s Chairm an 
Lester Wolff (D- 
N.Y.), were granted 
an audience last 
month with the pontiff 
in his private Vatican 
quarters. 
Declared Pope Paul 
emphatically: “There 
emerges more clearly 
than ever the need for 
severe legal measures 
to be taken against 
those who traffic 
system atically 
in 
drugs for the sake of 
profit." 
The pontiff, his f%.il 
voice growing more 
animated as he spoke, 
denounced the dope dealers. “The time 
has come,” he declared, “to unite all the 
powers at our disposal in order to put an 
end to this scourge that is such a real 
danger for ... humanity." 
After the audience, the pope visited 
privately with Rep. Wolff. They ex­ 
changed views with all the zeal of a cou­ 
ple of narcotics experts planning a 
worldwide crackdown 
According to a transcript of the con­ 
versation. Wolff said. “Your Holiness, 
we have found that one method of stopp­ 
ing the drug traffic is to reduce the 
amount of drugs that are produced at 
their source by the individual country.” 
“Do you have a contact here in Italy?" 
asked the pontiff. 
“Yes,” said Wolff. "We have been 
meeting with your drug enforcement 
people, with all the various agencies of 
your police.” 
The pope said he would like to be kept 
informed of Wolff’s work “in order to be 
able to coordinate forevermore the ac­ 
tivities you have begun 
The pope added that “ecclesiastical ef­ 
forts in various countries” are being 
made to fight drugs, but “these are not 
sufficently well coordinated.” 
Footnote: Peter Bensinger, the U.S. 
drug enforcement chief, accompanied 
the congressmen during their call upon 
Pope Paul. Bensinger was so impressed 
that he sent a personal cable to his 131 of­ 
fices around the world reporting what 
the pope had said. “All DEA employes 
should be greatly encouraged,” cabled 
Bensinger, “by the strong statement 
made by the Holy Father, condemning 
drug abuse in the world, and the offering 
of his personal assistance.” 
BACKSRAGE BROUHAHA - Few 
events produce as much exhilaration as a 
full-fledged Washington fued. Such a 
brouhaha has erupted between a power­ 
ful congressman and a high commis­ 
sioner. 
It began with the appearance of 
Reclamation Commissioner Gil Stamm 
on Capitol Hill recently to testify about 
the Teton Dam disaster, which killed 11 
people and washed away about $1 billion 
worth of Idaho real estate. 
A disgruntled Stamm was hauled 
before the House Conservation subcom­ 
mittee, which is headed by Rep. Leo 
Ryan (D-Calif). As he entered the hear­ 
ing room. Stamm was greeted by some 


fellow bureaucrats, who asked how he 
was bearing under the pressure of a con­ 
gressional inquiry. 
"Well, I will tell you one thing,” he 
reportedly snorted, loud enough to be 
heard around the room, “I’m not losing 
any sleep at night!” 
The remark annoyed Ryan, who in­ 
cluded it in the subcommittee’s report. 
When Stamm read the report, he hit the 
ceiling. Angrily, he fired off a private 
letter to the congressman. 
“ I 
was disturbed,” complained 
Stamm, “first, to find in a hearing report 
a statem ent that was allegedly 
overheard in a private conversation 
before the start of the hearings, and se­ 
cond, I object because neither the state­ 
ment nor the quotation is true. ” 
The congressman, equally ruffled, 
returned the fire. “You did make such a 
statement.” wrote Ryan, “and not in a 
private conversation, but loudly and 
emphatically to a large group in the 
hearing room. 
"I instructed that it should be included 
in the report because it goes to the heart 
of the matter — the Bureau’s nonrecep­ 
tivity to constructive criticism and 
reform." 
Still fuming, Ryan continued to scold 
the commissioner: “Mr. Stamm, I 
believe the nation would be better served 
if you directed your energies towards 
improving the practices of the Bureau of 
Reclamation .” 
WASHINGTON WHIRL — President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter has promised an 
open administration when he takes over 
the federal government. Yet when his 
transition teams began preparing for the 
Democratic changeover, they received 
stern warnings that they would be held 
responsible if any of their papers leaked 
to the press. 


PLAINS, Ga. - (NEA) - As we all 
know by now Billy Carter, the younger 
brother of the President-elect, is in 
enthusiastic agreement with H. L. 
Mencken's definition of prohibitionists, 
they are not the kind of people one would 
care to have a drink with. 
The First Brother is a boozer. He is a 
man who believes that 
absinthe makes the 
heart grow founder. 
Some years ago he 
engineered a repeal of 
this community’s dry 
law, and then won for 
himself what is still 
the only commercial 
beer license in town. 
Now he says very 
poudly that he has “a 
red neck, white socks 
and Blue Label beer.” 
None of this is of 
much m oment to 
America, but it seems 
of importance to the 
communications in­ 
dustry. Billy Carter is 
a number for hundreds of reporters 
grown atrophied from his brother’s near 
stifling piety. Everything Jimmy is, Bil­ 
ly isn’t - and the media knows from ex­ 
perience that this paradox has pos­ 
sibilités. 
Remember Sam Houston Johnson? He 
was the errant baby brother of LBJ. And 
he was always good for fill on a slow 
news day. UusaUy the fill was an em­ 
barrassment for the President, and so 
much the better. 
Brother Sam was also a fellow who. in 
George Nathan’s phrase, drank to make 
other people interesting. While Lyndon 
was winning the presidency in 1964 by the 
greatest landslide in history, Sam was 
drying out in the drunk ward of a South 
Carolina hospital. Besides this he 
gambled, womanized and reportedly pas­ 
sed at least one bad ched. 
Yes, Sam was fun copy. Particularly 
when he was accused by a congressman 
of using a White House credit card to 
take personal journeys. And also when 
he and a divorcee landed in a Mexican 
jail for reasons still unclear. Poor Lyn­ 
don; at various times during his ad­ 
ministration he would not speak to his 
brother at all. 
Then, during the Nixon regime, there 
was brother Donald. He was not so 
earthy a story as was Sam Johnson, but 
he had his fascinations. Once, for exam­ 
ple, he used a $13,000 piece of property to 
secure a $205,000 loan from recluse 
Howard Hughes; skeptics said Donald s 
more tangible collateral was his kinship 
to the president. 
Donald Nixon’s entrepreneurship was 
so suspicious — he was an occasional pal 
of fugitive-financier Robert Vesco — 
that even the President became con­ 
cerned. Much to the amusement of the 
press, the White House put a Up on 
Donald's telephone and assigned grim 


the 
Secret Service agents to shadow 
brother's personal activities. 


Finally, and more recently, there was 
Gerald Ford’s halfbrother Leslie King. 
No black sheep parallels here, for King 
was no trouble maker. But when he died 
last month in an auto accident, the Presi­ 
dent did not attend the funeral, the 
White House says the brothers “were not 
close”; one suspects that if Ford were to 
continue in office the media would 
vigorously follow up that rather said 
reasoning. 


Carter administration. He hates 
reporters, for one thing, but be talks with 
them endlessly, giving the most 
titillating observations (“I recall when 
on Sunday morning you could go out and 
take a leak in the main street of Plains 
and nobody would see you; now you got 
2,000 people or more crawling all over 
the place”). 


All of this suggests that the attention 
now being visited on the colorful Billy 
Carter is not merely the diversions of 
restless news writers. Scribes have a 
vested interest in curiosities close to the 
White House because they often become 
the stuff of negative news.

So it is that the press cultivates Billy. 
Quite condescendingly, it has raised this 
pot-bellied peanut grower to folk-hero 
status among those members of the un­ 
ion who paste STP stickers on their 
wtedsMleds. And though he begs relief 
faintly, saying he keeps perspective by 
“goin’ out and gettin’ 
drunk,” he is 
clearly captivated.

In particular, that surviving 
fraction in the House of Representatives 
is emotionally more anti-labor than anti­ 
communist.” 
What Mr. Novak does not tell us is how 
exactly the Republican Party should 
behave in order to appeal to the labor un­ 
ions. He tells us only that Richard Nixon, 
“that tainted master politician,” was 
one of the few who tried to pitch to 
organized labor. But how exactly did he 
do it? 
There are two approaches, the first of 
them the way of Robert Taft, the second 
the way of Richard Nixon and, — one 
wonders? — also of Robert Novak?
